VICTIMS OF THE GLENCOE WRECK. 


Names of Those Injured in the Smash-up 
on the Missouri Pacifjc. . 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 14—The through 
Kansas City express of the Missouri Pacific 
railway which left St. Louis at 9 o’clock last 
night was partially wrecked at Glencoe Switch 
about twenty-seven miles west of St. Louis. 
One passenger was killed and fifteen injured, 
four fatally. 

The St. Nn sleeper left the track while 
the Wichita sleeper almost cleared it. The 
locomotive kept to the rails. A relief train 
left here at about midnight for the scene of 
the wreck, At 2:40 o’clock this mornimg an 
engine and baggage-car arrived at Twenty- 
second street where carriages and ambulances 
were in waiting to convey the wounded to the 
hospital.

Again the revised speech contains every- 


thing said in denunciation of the Chairman of 


the National Committee for remaining silent 
under the charges made against him, except 
that Quay is not mentioned by name. In both 
instances Gen. Kennedy referred to the Chair- 
man of the National Republican Committee, 
but in his spoken remarks used the language, 
„Quay has remained silent,“ while the Record 
has it, He has remained silent.“ 

From the publication today it is evident 
that Gen. Kennedy meant what he said 
in telling his friends. that his speech 
was not intended to be unpariia- 
mentary, but if it were open to that 
charge he would try and keep within the rules 
without destroying the idea underlying his 
speech. Nobody questions today that the 
underlying idea is still there. Senator 
Quay may have nothing to complain of so far 
as etiquette between two branches of Congress 
goes, but as plain Matthew Quay he might 
feel called upon to reply to the fierce attack 
on his integrity. A good many of his friends 
have been to see him tonight, yet he has given 
them no hint of his intentions. The Penn- 
sylvania members still think they have 
a grievance against Kennedy, and Charlie 
O'Neill may introduce a resolution of censure.

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- CELEBRATING IN CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The Sixty-ninth Anniversary of Independ- 
ence to Be Honored—Ezeta’s Liection. 

San Sarvapor, Sept. 14.—[Special. ]}—Great 
preparations are being re for the cele- 
bration of the sixty-ninth aniversary of the 
independence of Central America, to take 
place tomorrow. President Ezeta has accepted 
his election very modestly, has gained the 
all of whom have cordially sevepted his invi- 
tation to be present at the imaugural banquet 
which takes place Monday. Sefiors Castro, 
Larios, and Zelaya will represent Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, and Honduras respectively. It is 
said here that the diplomatic corps will leave 
Guatemala tomorrow in one of the American 
men-of-war now at San Joss, either the Thetis 
or the Ranger, so as to arrive at this Capital 
early Monday morning. At the banquet 
formal recognition of President Ezeta by the 
foreign diplomatic corps will take place. Tel- 


egraphic recognitions from Costa Rica and 


Nicaragua were received by President Ezeta 
today. The Congress is still in session and 
will remain so for several days to come. Pres- 
ident Ezeta has sent a message to Congress in 
which he expresses a desire that it will pass 
judgment on Articles 3 and 4 and that it will 
ratify the treaty of peace. 

The President has also addressed congrat- 
ulatory letters to Guatemala and Honduras 
and asking the Governments of those countries 
to convoke their legislative bodies in special 
session to have the treaty ratified by the three 
Republics together,

While Guatemala is not overpleased at the 
result of the Salvador election the Government 
has accepted the inevitable with a seeming

SUITS INVOLVING MILLIONS COMMENCED. 


Proceedings to Recover Valuable Property 
at Erie, Pa. 

Exrm, Pa., Sept. 14.—This city is greatly ex- 
cited this evening over the fact that suits have 
been entered to secure possession of property 
in the heart of the City of Erie, valued at sev- 
eral million dollars. The claimant is a nephew 
of the original settler, Weinbiddle, who se- 
cured extensive grants here direct from the 
English crown.

Rosh-Hashanah Begins Year 5651 of the 
Hebrew Calendar. 

This is Rosh-Hashanah, the Jewish New 
Year’s day, and today begins year 5651 of the 
Hebrew calendar dating from the creation. 
This holiday is one of the few institutions still 
retained by men of all shades of Jewish belief.

CHICAGO'S ELEVATED TERMINAL SYSTEM. 


A Report That Work on the Enterprise Is 
te Be Begun Soon, 

New Ton, Sept. 14.—Wall street’s new 
daily financial paper, the Journal of Finance, 
will announce tomorrow a project for provid- 
ing Chicago with a vast terminal system. It 
is to be erected by the Chicago Elevated 
Terminal railway company,’’ and interested 
in it financially are some of the chief capital- 
ists of Chicago and New York and Europe. 
Work upon this important enterprise is to be 
begun soon, and, though an independent 
corporation will control it, all of the leading 
railroads entering Chicago from the east, 
south, and west are to be accommodated by it. 
An immense grand central station is to be 
erected near Twelfth and State streets to be 
used asa general Union Depot. Elevated 
lines are to be built, which will be partly iron 
and steel structures and partly brick arches. 
Not only passenger trains, but freight trains 
will run over the tracks. The freight cars will 
be lowered to the street by means of hydraulic 
elevators such as already are used in London. 


This is undoubtedly the Chicago Elevated 
Terminal Railway company, capital stock 
$25,000,000, of which Gen. Joseph T. Torrence 
is the President, The line to be constructed, 
according to the articles of corporation, will 
be an elevated road from some point on 
Twelfth street east of the river toa point on 
the Little Calumet River between Riverdale 
and Blue Island avenue, with a branch from 
the main line at some point between Twenty- 
second and Thirty-first streets, running in a 
southwesterly direction into the Town of Lyons. 
The financial backers of the me are Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co. and Baring Bros. of New 
York. The object seems to be not only to 
provide an independent entrance into Chicago 
over elevated tracks for various railroads to 
enter the city, but to utilize the property of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe on State street 
between Polk and Fourteenth streets, The 
new elevated road, its promoters claim, is to 
be constructed inthe most substantial manner 
and is to have at least four and perhaps six 
tracks. The passenger depot is to take 
in the entire blocks between 
Twelfth and Fourteenth streets and 
Stategstreet and Third avenue. Among the 
roads which are anxious to avail themselves 
of — ther i to come in the meg, the 
eleva rminal are the Atchison, Topeka, 
and Santa Fé, Baltimore and Ohio, Canadian 
Pacific, Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City, 
Big Four, and the Michigan Central.

PRODUCE LESS OR SELL MORE, 

The relation of production to consumption 
in the United States has undergone a wonder- 
ful change within the last half century. Many 
people now living can remember when such a 
thing asa surplus in breadstuffs, meat, fuel, 
clothing, or house room was unknown, and in 
unfavorable seasons there would be a real 
scarcity of food. The railroad was then in its 
infancy and the energies of inventive talent 
had not then been awakened to the point of 
increasing the productiveness of human labor, 
except in a few narrow channels, nor was the 
average employer sufficiently wise to ap- 
preciate the vast advantage such aid would 
give his. class in the future. The people of 
the United States managed to live. They 
raised enough to eat, but imported many of 
the creature comforts from the Old World. 
No the conditions are radically different. 
The things which are directly derived from the 
soil are produced here in far greater quantity 
than the requirements for home consumption, 
and the output of not a few of the manufactur- 
ing processes is considerably in excess of the 
domestic demand. The opening up of the 
Great West to settlement by railroads and the 
general introduction of machinery on the 
farm have brought about. the production of 
much more food per capita than fifty years 
ago, with a relative lessening of the amount 
of human labor required for the work, and 
this has released a large percentage of the pop- 
ulation from the necessity of toiling on the 
farm, favoring the concentration of men and 
women in the cities and their employment in 
other fields of exertion. Labor- saving processes 
have achieved far greater wonders there than in 
the field, but the pressure of overproduction is 
less severely felt, because there has been a 
nearly corresponding increase in consump- 
tion which is not possible in the case of food. 
The average human being will eat little more 
asa consequence of better supply, the larger 
cost being chiefly in the direction of quality, 


only wear a great deal better clothing but much 
more of it. He will consume vastly more 
fuel, live in a better house, and surround him- 
self with numerous conveniences and articles 
of luxury that his grandfather had no idea of. 
A large proportion of the productive energy 
in the mechanical field is employed in the 
making of machines for turning out and 
transporting and otherwise handling the goods 
that are offered for consumption or mere dis- 
play. The economy of railway transportation 
has revolutionized many things. 3

demand for an additional outlet is growing 
with each succeéding year.

It appears’ from the interviews in the Press 
that the greatest strength of reciprocity is in 
the agricultural West with its vast surpluses 
of two or three great staple products, which 
present markets cannot begin to take up. In 
the manufacturing East there is no outspoken 
opposition to reciprocity, but there is less en- 
thusiasm as yet for it, because there are not 
such big surpluses of goods on hand to em- 
phasize its necessity. It is in the power of 
the mill men to form trusts and limit pro- 
duction and shove up prices of goods. It is 
beyond the power of the farmer to do either, 
He can only gain relief by obtaining addi- 
tional foteign markets which will consume 
his lus products. This is the Blaine plan 
of relief. 

But when the reciprocity idea is more fully 
discussed the Eastern manufacturers will see 
its benefits and push it forward. By benefit- 
ing the West it-will add to the farmer’s ability 
to consume their goods, and by opening to 
them markets in Pan-American countries 
which have hitherto been inaccessible, it will 
enable them to run their mills all the time 
without fear of having surpluses left on their 
hands to depreciate in price. 

These interviews with House members show 
that reciprocity will go through in some 
shape, no matter what the attitude of the 
Ways and Means Committee may be. Even 
if the House conference committee should 
recommend unfavorable action, its recom- 
mendation will not be concurred in, The 
Blaine plan, rejected last February by the 
Ways and Means Committee, is to be the 
corner-stone of the new tariff edifice.

OUR EXPORT SURPLUS. . 

The Indianapolis Journal alleges as a self- 
evident proposition that the farmer now sells 
more than 90 per cent of his products to the 
American home market, chiefly to wage 
earners, and, taking perishable produce into 
consideration, he derives even a larger part 
ot his income from home consumers. To 
throw open our markets to the world would 
reduce wages one-half, by so much cut 
down the power of the American consumer 
to buy, and thus make the farmer much 

poorer than he is now. 

The Torn does not want “to open our 
market to the world.“ What it wants is 
reciprocity with those countries which need 
our surpluses and have surpluses of their 
own which we need; the Pan-American 
countries, for example.

ADVERTISING IN ALL AGES. 


Primitive Means of Announcing Wares Be- 
fore the Day of the Newspaper. : 
Washington Start The wise in the business 
world have for many ages availed themselves 
of the science of advertising. One of the 
most ancient modes of attracting public pat- 
ronage was by means of public criers, long 
before the age of printing. The medieval 
crier used to carry a horn with which to fix the 
attention of the people when about to make a 
proclamation or publication. They formed a 
well-organized body in France as early as the 
twelth century. Undera charter froin Louis 
VII. they were entitled to a penny for every 
time they blew their horns, could force 
themselves upon tavernkeepers to cry their 
wares under a ral statute. They at a 
very early period formed themselves into a 
corporation, and in 1258 obtained from Philip 
Augustus favorable statutes of the most ty- 
rannical kind, 

In England public criers appear to have 
been a national institution at an early period. 
They cried all kinds of „ and were sworn 
to tell truly and well to the best of their 
ability and power.” After awhile the bell- 
man or town-crier was appointed for the bene- 
fit of the community atlarge. In most of the 
country towns of Great Britain, and even in 
London, there are still bellmen and parish 
criers, though their offices are little more than 
sinecures. e provincial crier’s duties are 
of the most varied description, and relate to 
objects lost or found, sales by public auction 
or 22 contracts, weddings, christenings, 
or funerals. 

But the bellman asa means of advertising 
has seen his last days. Nearly three-quarters 
of acentury ago in England wagons were 
driven through the streets surmounted by re- 


volving turrets on which were painted flaming 


announcements of coming events, and men on 
horseback rode 5 and down the principal 
thoroughfares with great bill-boards strapped 
on either side of them to attract public atten- 


tion. 

The first regular newspaper, the Certain 
News of This Present Week, published in 
London in 1622, contained no advertisements ; 
but in 1682 advertisements appeared in some- 
thing like the present form in the Mercurius 
Politicus. Books were the articles earliest ad- 
vertised. The great plague in London 
brought forth the first medical advertise- 
ments. In 1700 Addison, wage baw adver- 
tisements of his time, 8 s of * outs 
and figures.“ The London Times was es- 
tablished in 1788, but did little to reduce 
advertising to a system, but demonstrated its 
value and importance. first American 
daily journal, the J Gazette of New 
York, 1787, in its second year contained thirty- 
four advertisements. From that time on the 

owth of American advertising developed the 
fact that extensive advertising was a legiti- 
mate . ity to trade. The ee reat 
metropolitan papers since ve 
greatly popularised advertising. A special 
eature adopted about this time was business 
notices ’’ and special notices, commanding 
high prices. 8 3
